' OUTLINE OF PENSION 


INOREASES AND HEALTH 
By Robert Fair, M.. Battle River 
On Tuesday, May the 11th, an an- 
houncement was made in the House 
‘Commons by the Minister of Vet- 
Affairs, Honorable Milton F, 
, which ie of vital interest to 


Committee over the past months, 
iid also requests from the several 
veteran organizations in Canada. 
‘The Minister’s announcement deals 
With increased benefits to 400,000 
Canadian men, women and children, 
including 158,000 disabled veterans 
and 17,000 widows. It raises pension 
for a 100% unmarried disability case 
from $76 to $94.a month; a widow 
$60 to $76; a first child tram 
$15 to $19 and a family of 5 on total 
pengion from $1387 to $171 monthly. 


It increases the total Pensions Bill 


from 78 millions to 91 million dollars 
®@ year, and will mean about 18 mil- 
Mons in retroactive payments, as the 
imcreases are back-paid to the first 
of October 1047. 

Some weeks ago the Government 
announced a 16% increase in its pen- 
Sion payments and a bill dealing with 
this was given second reading in the 
House, but veteran organizations 
were not satisfied with the 16% in- 
crease and the same opinion was held 
by the Special Committee on Veter- 
ans Affairs. After hearing represent- 
ations; a motion was made to increase 
the pension by 256%; to this an 
amendment was made to increase it 
to 38% and this was ‘voted down by 
a vote of 16-15, Another amendment 
was moved which wou'd add a cost- 
of-living bonus to the 25% increase 
and when a vote was taken on this 
amendment, it was shown to be a tie 
and was defeated by the Chairman's 
vote, A vote on the original motion 
was carried unanimously by all mem- 
bers of the Committee voting in 
favour of it, and it was recommend- 
ed to the Cabinet by the Minister, Mr. 
Gregg. I might say that the 25% 
proposal originated with the Cana- 
dian Legion, 

The Government had earlier, on 
the recommendation of the Special 
Committee on Veterans Affairs, 
agreed to an increase in helplessne’s 
allowance of $1,400 instead of $760 
a year. This is an allowance paid to 
pensioners who need the help of 
others in their daily lives and the 
two raises mean that a married, 
childless’ veteran, with full pension 
and allowance, will get $2,000 a year, 
none of which is subject to Incame 
Tax. 

Five other changes’ were aso ac- 
cepted by the Goverament and gre 
as follows: 

1) Stabilization of First World 
War pensions that have been in force 
for at least three years. Average age 
of the 69,700 pensioners from that 
war ig nearly 60. The change will 
allow their pensions to go up but not 
down. , 

2) Removal of the clause which hits

In conjunction with the above suggestion, the matter 
of closing off the lane across which the P.M.C. is to be 
built has come up and such action is not possible without 
first obtaining the permission of every property owner 


in said block. This Mr. MacGregor would never consent 


to as he would immediately see $1,000 slipping through 
his fingers. Another problem arises in closing the lane, 
as if there were not enough already, but that is the prob- 
lem of the utilities which serve this area. The Alberta 
Government Telephones, the Calgary Power Co., and the 
Wainwright Gas Company would be required to move 
their lines and the cost of so doing would have to be met 
again out of the building fund. Away would ‘go 
$750.00. of building fund money with no actual construc- 
tion made on the project. It has been learned by the Star 
that not more than $500 would be required to move the 
gas line, and relay it on another route. Our opinion is 
that $250 is a very conservative estimate of the moving 
of the two remaining utilities, but here we are open to 
correction, but please realize that $125 is not much money 
each for the Telephone and Power Companies to receive 
for the work involved. ; 

In view of the above information it might be in order 
to sum up the situation as it stands. 
1. Acquire Mr. McGregor’s lots at $1,000, this must be 
done to close the alley. 8 5 
2. Acquire Mayor Robinson’s property and Mr. Patter- 
son’s property and move both. This must be done to pro- 
vide room for the building and to close the alley. Esti- 
mated to cost not less than $800. 
3. If alley is to be closed have utility companies move 
their transmission lines. This estimated to cost not 
less than $750. 
4. Total cost of said project thus far, BEFORE LAND 
HAS EVEN BEEN LEVELED, $2500. 

The above figure remember, represents a conservative 
estimate, It might, be $250 more, it might be $250 less but 
we have a tendency to doubt such a statement. In addi- 
tion to the above figure of $2500 there is a sum not yet 
added in, and that is the cost of levelling and filling. A 
sum which we believe would be in the neighborhood of 
$300 or more. This makes a grand total of $2700 to 2800 
before construction can start. The $64.00 question we 
would like to ask at this time, Is it worth it? 


On the other hand there is one alternative solution to 


the above. This would be to acquire the two north east 
corner properties from their present owners, Mayor Rob- 
inson and Mr. Patterson, and build the memorial arena 
along third avenue. This would require a minimum depth 
of 136 feet, as the building is to be 116 feet wide and only 
common sense would dictate that the building be placed 
back from the property line a minimum of 20 feet. Of 
course this distance could be squeezed a bit, but even 
then it is doubtful if there would be ample space left at 
the alley property line to accommodate the manouver- 
ing of large bulldozing and scraper machines without 
the destruction of the gas transmission line buried only 
a few feet under ground. If it were possible to level the 
area with only this small amount of space left, this then 
would be the solution of placing the P.M.C. in Block 8 az 
agreed to at the last general meeting. We claim to solve 
the problem, but remember we claimed also that it will 
cost close to the $800 mark to acquire the two corner 
properties. 

One other solution to the problem would be to locate 
the P.M.C. at a different site. At the moment we can 
think of four and possibly five sites that could be placed 
ready for building for a figure much less than anywhere 
near the sum mentioned earlier. If this is possible, and 
we are of the firm opinion that it is, would it not be a 


rather wasteful expenditure of good money to build the 


P.M.C. in Block 8? Other sites have shown to be as good 
as that chosen in Block 8 and some from a financial

1. To prevent introducing the dis- 
ease, buy replacements only from 
clean herds, Ali additions should be 
negative to the blood test. Tey 
should be isolated for 60 days and, 
if possible, another blood test taken 
before being allowed to mix with the 
new herd. 

2. To control and eradicate the dis- 
ease in a herd containing only a few 
reactors, all cattle may be blood 
tested and the reactors sold for 
slaughter. This would have to be fol- 
lowed by u blood test every three 
months until all reactors are elim- 
inated from the herd. Infected cattle 
should be sold for slaughter and not 
to the neighbors, 5 

3. Many live stock men prefer to 
follow a yearly program of calfhood 
vaccination, This policy is favoured, 
as they consider it less expensive 
than slaughtering a high percentage 
of the herd. Calves are vaccinated 
between the ages of four and eight 
months to develop resistance against 
Brucellosis. If this is done for five or 
six years a herd can be built up in 
which the vaccinated heifers, on 
maturity, replace the reactors. A 
large number ot Alberta ranchers 
have followed this program for sev- 
eral years. As a result, in some cases 
where they had thirty to forty ab- 
ortions in the herd yearly, this has 
been cut down to one or two. The aim 
in the use of the vaccine in a Brucel- 
losis infected herd should be direct- 
ed toward eradication of the disease 
as well as the assurance of a calf

Canadian Garden 
Service 
These Are Tender 

Nothing is to be gained by plant- 
ing or setting out the really tender 
flowers and vegetables until all dan- 
ger of frost is over and air and soil 
begin to warm up. They simply won’t 
grow if the weather is cold, Of course 
where seed is sown, or roots or tub- 
ers used, these are protected until 
the plants get above ground, Pota- 
toes, gladiolus and dahlias, for in- 
stance, are all pretty tender, but be- 
cause it takes at least several days, 
and sometimes a week or so before 
th sprouts appear above ground, they 
have that extra protection and can 
go in a little while before danger of 
the last light frost. With started 
plants such as cabbage, tomatoes, 
peppers and Scores of other flowers, 
however, hold until the weather turns 
warm or, if one simply cannot wait, 
then be prepared to protect against 
frost with some light cover at night. 


Watch Out For Damage 

If insects or disease really get well 
developed in a garden there is liable 
to be heavy damage before control 


can take effect. To guard against’ 


this, experienced gardeners are al- 
ways on the watch for signs of pests 
and at the first indication they open 
an offensive. These experts are sus- 
picious when they see a wilted or 
curled or eaten leaf, even if the in- 
sects responsible for same are too 


small to be noticed by the naked eye. 


Generally signs are easy to read 
and cures are readily available, Holes 
in the leaves mean that bugs that 
chew are present, They are destroy- 
ed with poisons. If the leaves wilt 
and dry up, sucking insects are ex- 
tracting the plant juices. Sprays or 
dusts that burn them, but not the 
foliage, will control. H leaves turn 
reddish or greyish this usually indi- 
cates the presence of a fungus dis- 
ease. It is common with climbing 
roges and hollyhocks especially dur- 
ing muggy weather. Finely ground 
sulphur and other chemicals wil 
check it, 

One can mix his own Sprays or 
dusts but as a rule it is cheaper and 
also far more convenient to buy ready 
mixed preparations, Many of these 
are combined to control several dif- 
ferent types of pests,. the newer 
DDT dusts and sprays being particu- 
larly effective. -

do we do in the meantime? At least 


« two servings each of fruits and veg- 


etables are essential daily if we are 
to give our families the best chance 
for health.

1. Be on the watch for the first 
wild greens such as dandelions and 
lamibs quarters, They give just as 
much food value as the spinach or 
chard we grow in our gardens, and 
will be available long before we have 
anything ready in our gardens. It 
does take a little time to pick and 
clean them but they will be well 
worth the effort. 

2. Make more use of dried fruits 
and. vegetables. Consider the lowly 
prune for instance—a serving of four 
medium prunes provides as much 
iron as we would get from 5 or 6 leav- 
es of lettuce, They also give a fair 
share of vitamin A and of the B vit- 
amins, as well as other essential min- 
erals. 7 :

The money will be gpent by the 
province in the vital fields of health 
survey—cancer, tuberculosis and ven- 
ereal diseases control, treatment of 
crippled children, research, mental 
health care and hospital construction 

The only condition attached to the 
grants is that the provinces maintain 
at least their present “expenditure on 
health services. Generally, the grants 
will be made on a per capita basis, 

The specific grants, which go to all 
the provinces, are: 

1) The Government will make av- 
ailable immediately to all provinces 
a health: survey grant of $825,000. 

2) A grant of 35c per capita is 
proposed to strengthen general pub- 
lic health services in those areas 
where the provincial authorities 
then.selves mcst keenly recognize the 
need. In gucceeding years the grant 
is to increase by Sc per capita, fin- 
ally reaching a peak at the rate of 
50c per capita, These public health 
grants will continue from year to 
year with the initial outlay coming 
to approximately $4,404,000 for a 
full year.

To put this into effect, a confer- 
ence will be called by the Minister of 
National Health. and Welfare with the 
heads and officials of the Health De- 
partments of the varjous provinces 
as soon as the necessary money is 
voted by Parliament, and it is hoped 
that no time will be lost in making 
available to the people of Canada the 
services cutlined above.
